| Win. McKay Presents Com¬ 
prehensive Statement on 
Visit to Ottawa 

The regular meeting of the Detain - 
lion Public Works Association was 
* held Friday evening, there being a 
'large number of members present. 

Mr. McKay, the delegate to the 
; Dominion Public Works and Civil 
|Service Conventions held at Ottawa, 

‘ March 14, and following days, gave 
a report of the business transacted at 
ithe two conventions, which consisted 
.of a great variety of matters per¬ 
taining to the welfare of the civil 
lservants of the whole Dominion, such 
as the unsatisfactory reclassification, 

> inadequate salaries, bonus and so 
i forth. 

A committee of the civil servioe 
■ convention composed of Mr. Burns, 
president of the convention, T. G. 

, Mathison. President Dominion Public

Dominion Postal Works Federation, 
and others appeared before the Gov- 
■ emment. represented by Sir George 
I Foster, Senator Robertson, Minister 
.of Labor, and Senator 8heard, Mr. 
i McKay said, and placed before them 
the great necessity of increasing sal¬ 
aries 36 per cent., as the normal in¬ 
crease in the cost of living from 130* 
to 131*. had increased 77 1-5. The 
delegation requested a substan¬ 
tial bonus to cover the abnormal cost 
of living during the year 13*1-22. The 
question of the very low paid men in 
the service at *«0 per month wag very 
ably placed before the Government 
by T. G. Madison, who urged upon 
the Government that the minimum 
salary should not be leas than 11,000 
per year.

Mr McKay further reported that 
the committee also placed before the 
civil service commission the neces¬ 
sity of the speedy readjustment of 
the re-classification, aa the re-clas¬ 
sification had proved very unsatis¬ 
factory to a great majority of the 
civil servants.

What the big producing companies think of the oil possibilities; 
of the Northwest Country can best be judged by the fact that the 
Imperial Oil Company will run five drilling rigs at Fort Norman thi* 
Summer. They sre slso drilling at Windy Point on the Great Slave 
Lake. They have recently acquired large holdings at Pine Point 
on the south shore of Great Slave Lake, and over 60.000 acres at Ponee 
Coupe, where they havs one rig on the ground and three more at the 
end of steel.

Amusement Centre Plans Laid! 
Before Chamber of 
Commerce 

Recommendations for a compre¬ 
hensive scheme for an iraasemait 
centre for Victoria were presented to 
the directors of the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce at tof-day’s luncheon at the 
Dominion Hotel, and the report of the 
special committee On the Amusement 
Centre was adopted. 

In part la was as follows: 

The committee considered the fea¬ 
tures which should be Included In the 
comprehensive scheme for the 
Amusement Centre for which plans 
were to be called, and It was decided 
that the following features should be 
included: 

Auditorium for conventional re¬ 
quirements. seating capacity 3,000. ft 
waa suggested by the committee that 
the auditorium should include pro¬ 
vision for the following features: 
Dining room facilities, dances, band 
i concerts, irtuslcal entertainments, ex¬ 
hibits. 'convention meetings, small 
meeting hall, cloak rooms and com¬ 
mittee rooms. 

Suit Water Baths—The Committee 
suggested that these baths should oe 
chosen to meet the minimum re¬ 
quirements for swimming competi¬ 
tions. acquatic sports, as laid down 
by the regulations of the swimming 
association and alao that provision 
should be made for shower baths, 
dressing rooms, Turkish baths. 

Aquarium • ** 

Winter Garden—The Committee 
suggested that the Winter gardens 
should Include tearooms, promenade 
conservatory, and space for booths 
for the sale of souvenirs, cigars, re¬ 
freshments and so forth. 

Outdoor Features—The Committee 
suggested the following features to 
be included in the plan: Bowling 
greens. tennis and Badminton 
courts, lawns and flower beds. 

Further Suggestions.—The com- 
ini|Uw ““ffff******-* «but bmitbUtv he 

authorised to ask. through the papers, 
fur suggestions of otlM*r features to 
be included. 

Open Competition.—The committee 
recommended that competition l»e not 
limited to residents of Victoria or 
British Columbia, or to architects or 
engineers, but 1 be absolutely open to 
anyone w ishing to compete regardless 
of profession or place of residence. 

Report to Board of Directors.— 
Moved by N. Lee. seconded by A. Car¬ 
michael. that a preliminary report of 
the findings of the committee be made 
to the hoard of directors at their next 
meetirfg and that the board be aaked 
to provide, for the use of the com¬ 
mittee for prise*,'the sum of $1,000.
